Fortnightly Summary. 


The Futai's dictum ae to Foreigners 
holding land at Soochow, : 


But little of interest has tnken place since the 
publication of.our Inst Mail Summary: The Fu- 
tai has issued a second proclamation with regard 
to the tenure of Iund at Soochow. In this, which 
was, distributed abéut the sottlements, he states 
that the question of the eligibility of forsigners 
to purchase land in the interior had been refer- 
red through the Tsangli Yanmen-to the English 
Ambassador, and by tho latter. to the. minister 
La (Earl Russell.) The. Futai then precceds to 
quote the despatch from Mr. Hammond to the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, and gives the 
substance of the following passage. 

With regard to the second point viz, the pro- 
hibition to open _hongs or other buildings, au-l to 
reside permanently in the interior, I am to state, 
that the twelfth article of the Trenty of Tientsi 
upon whieh the claim to these privileges rests 
to.tke following effect =— i 

Act XI. © British sobjects,. whether:at the 
parte or at other places desiring to build or open 

ousor. warehouses, churches, hospitals or- burial 
gtounds, shail make their agreement for the land 
Gr buiilings equitably and without exaction on 
either side, 

This article, even if taken by itself, ould hard- 
ly, ns Lord Russell: conceives, be construed, 'so 
as to imply: that British subjeets had: the right 
to build &e.. inany part or place throughout the 
length,and broadth of the Chinese Empire. ~ IF 
this had Leen its intention, these privileges would 
certainly have been. concaded in more explici:,

state, Soveral also died during the voyage. The 
local authorities have paid no attention what- 
ever to these unfortunates, beyond’ burying the 
dead. It seems questionabte humanity to send 
away starved wretches without making provision 
for their being attended to upon their arrival at 
their destination. Unless it were intended to af- 
ford them same aid in regaining their homes, it 
would have been better to have allawed them to 
romain at Suochow, where they would have died 
of starvation quite av-comfortably as:on the bund 
of Kiukiang./--/bid. ; :
